February 28, 1986 will mark our 40th 
anniversary of airline operations. Pacific Western 
Airlines was founded by Russ Baker in Fort St. 
James, British Columbia in 1946. The company 
was then known as Central British Columbia 
Airways Ltd. and from the very beginning had a 
reputation for on-time service, knowledge and 
ingenuity. 

In 1949, Central B.C. Airways was 
commissioned to do aerial surveys for the giant 
aluminum and power complexes at Kitimat and 
Kemano in the rugged mountainous backcountry 
of British Columbia. During the development of 
this project, Central B.C. Airways handled 95 per 
cent of the air support, consisting mainly of 

heavy industrial freight and workers. This project established the company 
as a viable commercial air courier.

With each acquisition, Central B.C. Airways expanded its 
base of operations, providing the much needed manpower and equipment 
necessary to maintain a rapidly expanding air service.

Many stages of growth followed in the 
years to come and many milestones were achieved in the development of 
freight customers and passengers alike. 

Then in November, 1968, the company introduced jet service on its 
scheduled route system, with the delivery of its first Boeing 737. Pacific 
Western was the first Canadian carrier to order the 737 aircraft. 
Stampeder Service linking Alberta and B.C. began on December 17, 
1968.

office towers. The David Green Design 
Group was assigned to perk up this plain 
office tower. They contacted Robert 
Wyland and asked if he'd like to bring a 
Whaling Wall to Vancouver. Wyland’s 
price was easy enough to match — he 
paints the murals for free, as long. as his 
sponsor picks up the expense tab. (He 
makes his living by selling smaller paint- 
ings and prints.) The next task was to find 
a supplier for the 300 gallons of house 
paint required for the creation. General 
Paints came through not only with a free 
supply for this project, but with a commit- 
ment to support all of Wyland’s Whaling 
Walls in Canada. 

Wyland tackled the new project on 
August 15, 1985 and less than two and 
a half weeks later ‘‘Orcas — Whaling Wall 
VIII’’, seven storeys tall and stretching 175 
feet across, was complete. Now, on their 
way to work, Vancouver's sleepy commu- 
ters awaken to a life-size pod of killer 
whales surfacing in a misty, tree lined 
coastal inlet. (Within days, while Vancouv- 
er's-citizens and visitors were ogling the 
enormous spectacle, Wyland was in Tok- 
yo's Ginza district creating a life-size dis- 
play of sperm whales — his first Whaling 
Wall in Japan.) 

Robert Wyland calls his work ‘‘the art 
of saving whales’. His paintbrush is a 
standard commercial paint sprayer and 
the palette is a construction scaffold clut- 
tered with buckets of house paint with 
tubes running into an air compressor. The 
29 year old artist/scuba diver/whale 
watcher lives for six months of the year at 
his home town studio in Laguna Beach, 
California (where he painted his first mur- 
al when he was 15 years old — an alpine 
landscape on the side of a Dairy Queen). 
Laguna Beach is also the site of his first 
Whaling Wall, painted in 1981. Winters are 
spent in Maui painting and diving with his 
whales. Hawaii is also the location of the 
artist's largest mural (and one of the 
largest paintings in the world) — ‘“‘Haw- 
aiian Humpbacks, Whaling Wall VI’, in 
Honolulu. This gigantic portrayal which is 
over 300 feet long and 20 storeys high, 
consumed over 900 gallons of paint. 

Wyland is naturally involved in whale 
preservation activities and is the interna- 
tional art director for the Sea Shepherd 
Conservation Society. The idea of Whal- 
ing Walls came from his appreciation of 
these gentle giants and a desire to bring 
to everyone a scuba diver’s view of the 
world’s largest mammals. O

Croissants Anyone? 


Peek in the window and see people 
working with large slabs of dough and but- 
ter, cutting and shaping and doing other 


mysterious things. Smell the delicious 
scents which waft out as a door opens fur- 
ther down the expanse of glass. Are your 
taste buds activated yet? Are your lips be- 
ginning to mouth words like, ‘Croissants! 
C’est merveilleux! C’est la vie!’’? Turn your 
feet towards the doorway of this establish- 
ment just off the 10th Street bridge in Cal- 
gary, Alberta, and you'll discover you’re 
gazing into the inner workings of the Crois- 
sant Company. 

This tasty organization is managed by 
the youthful combination of Tim Phillips, 
26, and his wife, Irene Malinowsky, 23. 
Approximately 5000 to 6000 croissants go 
out their doors each day. Almost two years 
old, the company sold $250,000 worth of 
Croissants in its first year of operation and 
Phillips expects the second year to be 
double that figure. 

The company began with a great burst 
of enthusiasm. ‘‘We took a holiday out to 
Montreal and noticed how popular crois- 
sants were there. We liked the atmosphere 
in the shops. They were like Parisian 
cafes, with baking smells and people 
bustling back and forth, and we heard 
they were popular down in the eastern 
United States, too. We thought it was such 
a great idea and got excited about it!”’ 

The pair had visited Montreal in January 
1984 and by March they had leased. a 
building and started looking around for se- 
condhand baking equipment. Malinowsky 
left university; Phillips has already ob- 
tained his degree in business. The money 
to fuel their endeavour came from Phillips’ 
savings and a loan from a relative of 
Malinowsky’s. 

“The first two months were spent figur- 
ing out what we needed to buy in terms 
of equipment, and how exactly to make 
the product, because it’s quite tricky to 
make,’’ says Phillips. 

By April 1984 they began manufactur- 
ing and going through some trial runs. 
“That first summer Irene and | worked 
here almost all the time,’’ says Phillips. 
‘We'd start at two of three in the morn- 
ing. We'd bake and then go and try and 
make sales at various restaurants around 
town. Then we’d catch a few hours of 
sleep and get up and bake again the next 
day.” 
Now they have 25 people working full- 
time, on around-the-clock shifts. From 8 
a.m. through to 2 p.m., the dough is mix- 
ed for the next day’s orders, then goes in- 
to a cooler to set for a few hours. At 11 
a.m. other workers arrive to layer the but- 
ter into the dough — a process which 
takes approximately five to six hours. The 
dough is layered with butter, left to rest 
and layered a bit more. At 7 p.m. the ba- 
kers start and work through until 5 a.m. 
— rolling, cutting and filling. Packaging 
begins at 2 a.m. — ready for the delivery 
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» work from 4:30 a.m. until 
arrive at 7 a.m.

both wholesale and retail customers can 
choose from a line of nine different crois- 
sants — regular butter, four entree crois- 
sants and four dessert croissants. The en- 
tree fillings feature cheese, spinach and 
feta cheese, broccoli and cheese and Ital- 
ian vegetable, while the sweet croissants 
have apricot, strawberry, rhubarb, choc- 
olate and almond. 

While a company specializing in crois- 
sants is unique in Calgary, and possibly 
in Western Canada, the croissant has long 
been a staple bread pastry in Europe, par- 
ticularly France. In Canada, large whole- 
sale bakers typically include a croissant as 
one out of 150 to 200 products in their line, 
but seldom do they appear with fillings or 
the variety of fillings The Croissant Com- 
pany offers. 

Phillips and Malinowsky have further 
plans to expand the retail area with seat- 
ing and tables — providing a ‘‘real crois- 
sant cafe”’ with a variety of products and 
desserts made with croissants or croissant 
dough, including pizza. 

After the retail operation proves itself in 
Calgary, they plan to open another in Ed- 
monton to test their lines of distribution. Af- 
ter that, the possibility of franchising will 
be considered, with each franchised oper- 
ation being supplied with croissants from 
the parent company. 

“Things have to be running smoothly 
before you can seriously take a franchise 
Off it,”’ points out Phillips. ‘‘But we want to 
do as much with the product as we 
possibly can. | bet we get offers and in- 
quiries about franchising every three 
weeks, and every month or two, a really 
serious inquiry. We just haven't been 
ready yet. 

“When we look back, we can hardly 
believe that we really did what we did, and 
have come as far as we have. We were 
certainly naive to begin with, but it seems 
to have worked to our advantage. If you 
don't know what you're up against, you 
just proceed and overcome the obstacles 
as they occur without anticipating pro- 
blems. If you started to think about all the 
things that could go wrong, it might almost 
become insurmountable,” muses Phillips,

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Your Lucky Day 


lf you're superstitious about Friday the 
13th, you definitely will not be reassured 
to learn that you’re most likely to be fired 
on this day. 

To be precise, a nationwide survey of 
leading companies reveals that more fir- 
ings take place on Fridays — all Fridays 
— than on any other day of the week. 

The survey, which was developed by 
Robert Half International, the world’s larg- 
est financial executive, accounting and 
data processing recruiters, was com- 
prised of interviews with personnel direc- 
tors and vice presidents of one hundred 
of America’s 1000 largest corporations. 

According to company president 
Robert Half, 38 per cent of the 
respondents said that they usually do their 
firing on Fridays, while the next largest 
group (only four per cent) said that they 
were most likely to let the axe fall on 
Wednesdays. 

The survey, which was conducted for 
the Half organization by an independent 
research firm, found that 39 per cent of 
the executives were most likely to do their 
firing late in the afternoon, with early mor- 
ning, mid-morning and early afternoon 
favored by 11 per cent, 10 per cent and 
9 per cent respectively. Only one per cent 
named the noon hour as their firing hour. 

Half notes that there is no evidence to 
support the belief that Friday the 13th is 
more perilous than any other Friday. ‘‘Of 
course,” he points out, ‘‘there is always 
the danger of creating a self-fulfilling pro- 
phecy. If you believe the date is unlucky, 
your actions may appear to have unlucky 
consequences. ’’

S you read this — possibly 

escaping B.C.’s chilly weather, 

perhaps returning to it, or may- 

be transferring from one cold 
spot to another — take some consolation 
in knowing there’s at least one man who’s 
glee increases in direct proportion to the 
chill factor. He is Robert Kadlec, president 
and chief executive officer of Inland Na- 
tural Gas Co. The colder it gets, the more 
his product sells, as homeowners and in- 
dustries in B.C.’s interior turn up their 
thermostats. 


The winter of 1984/85 — which was 
about 12 per cent colder than normal — 
was one reason for Inland’s increased 
earnings of $7.6 million ($2.63 a share) on 
revenues of $217.2 million versus $5.6 
million ($1.92 per share) on revenues of 
$194.5 million the Previous year. The early 
cold snap this winter Promises to maintain 
those earnings. 


The other reason was Inland’s meta- 
morphosis from a small, back-pocket utility 
company serving B.C.'s interior to the pro- 
vince’s 19th largest business — eyeing 
continued expansion and diversification. 
Such growth inevitably squashed a few 
toes, and most of the digits belonged to 
Trans Mountain Pipeline Co. It’s an old 
story now. Battle wounds are healed and 
a good working relationship has resulted 
between the two divisions. 


‘It's the kind of takeover we wouldn't 
normally have entertained, but we were 
virtually forced to the table by Trans Moun- 
tain,”” admits Kadlec. ‘We had to do 
something to turn things around because 
without proper ownership it’s difficult for 
a utility to develop and expand. That’s 
what prompted the reverse takeover.” 
And the result has been a growth for both 
companies which neither could have fore- 
seen. 

The contest ended with Inland owning 


67 per cent of Trans Mountain and Trans 


Mountain owning 49.9 per cent of Inland. 
“We were shaken from our lethargy,”’ 


says Kadlec. The pipeline acquisition was 
the start of something big. 


“Before the takeover we were living in

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RSP’: UNDERSTANDING 
THE NEW RULES

Our tax system is becoming so complex 
even tax advisors have to reach for the 
most recent release from the Department 
of Finance to ensure they are answering 
their client’s questions correctly. We have 
two tax returns — our ever-changing old 
one and a brand new one to determine 
whether we will be subject to a minimum 
tax. Fill out both returns, calculate the tax 
owing, write out a cheque for the higher 
amount and send directly to your nearest 
tax office. It sounds simple enough, but 
how would you feel if you lived in Quebec 
and had a federal return, a federal mini- 
mum return, a separate provincial return 
and a provincial minimum tax calculation 
as well? 

This, in a roundabout way, brings us to 
the question — do you understand the 
new Registered Retirement Savings Plan 
(RSP) rules and know how much you can 
contribute for 1985 and 1986? This arti- 
cle addresses the new rules. 
Contribution Deadlines 

First there is the 60 day rule after year- 
end, which is still in effect. This means that 
in January and February you can con- 
tribute for either 1985 and 1986, the 
choice is yours. Most trustees give you 
one tax receipt for contributions made in 
these months and it’s up to you whether 
you apply the deduction to your 1985 or 
1986 tax year. 

Your Own Contribution Limits 

Now, how much can you contribute? 
Here we must address the May 23, 1985 
Federal Budget proposals and the Nov- 
ember 21, 1985 release from the Minister 
of Finance. 

Are you a member of your employer 
pension plan or a Deferred Profit Sharing 
Plan (DPSP)? If the answer is yes, then 
you can contribute $3500 to your RSP, 
minus your contributions to that pension 
plan for current and past service. If your 
pension plan is non-contributory — i.e. on- 
ly the company contributes — you can 
contribute the full $3500 to your RSP. 
Then there are those people who have 
oeen contributing to a pension plan for 
many years and place the full $3500 into 
the plan. Here the deductible contribution 
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is zero. Most of our contributions fall some- 
where in between. 

These RSP rules for pension plan 
members apply for both 1985 and 1986. 
The contribution limits are also subject to 
a maximum of 20 per cent of your earn- 
ed income. The definition of earned in- 
come includes employment earnings, 
business income, pensions and net ren- 
tal income, but not investment earnings. 

If you are self-employed or working for 
a company that doesn’t have a pension 
plan or DPSP, or that has a plan in which 
you don’t participate — good news — 
your limit is now higher and it will rise over 
the next few years. ” 

The 1985 limit for non-pension or non- 
DPSP members is $5500. In 1986 the 
limits rise substantially to $7500 (again 
subject to the 20 per cent eaerned income 
limits). 

A Spousal RSP 

Having determined your limit and the 
most suitable RSP plan for you (as outlin- 
ed in January Skyword) you have another 
choice if you are married — a ‘‘Spousal’’ 
RSP. The benefits of a spousal RSP are 
not seen immediately, but they do pay off 
down the road. 

A spousal plan is just that — an RSP for 
your spouse. The RSP is opened in the 
name of your spouse (easily done), but 
you are named as the contributor. This 


means when a contribution is made to tha 
plan, the tax receipt is automatically made 
out in your name. You are still subject to 
your own maximum contribution limit 
whether it’s $3500, $5500, or $7500 
you can’t contribute twice. So why con 
sider a spousal plan? 

The idea is to give your Spouse an even- 
tual private pension income to equalize the 
amounts you both will receive on retire- 
ment. The tax benefits are twofold. The 
first $1000 of pension income is tax free 
if it’s from an employer pension plan or 
from the proceeds of an RSP. Next, in- 
come splitting results in individuals pay- 
ing less tax — because certain deductions! 
go to individuals rather than being spread 
across the family unit. 

In the event of a marriage breakdown, 
the RSP usually gets split along with every- 
thing else. To facilitate this, Revenue Can- 
ada has even produced Form T2220, en- 
titled Transfer Between Registered Retire- 
ment Savings Plans on Marriage Break- 
down. : 

Overall, if your spouse will have less in- 
come than you on retirement, or no private 
pension, a spousal RSP makes tax sense. | 
Develop a Sound RSP Program 

Even though our tax system isn’t get- 
ting any easier to understand, don't let the | 
rules dissuade you from contributing the 
maximum to your RSP. Your RSP is the | 
cornerstone of any investment plan. It’s} 
the best tax shelter we have in Canada, 
and for the self employed it’s getting even 
better in 1986 with the increased contri- 
bution limits. 

One further point to remember — contri- 
buting at the beginning of each year, if you 
have the funds, gives you an extra full year | 
of tax-free compounding. Over a period | 
of time the additional accumulation is, 
significant. 

So plan your RSP program carefully 
and contribute early. Don’t rush to. the | 
closest RSP seller on the last possible day. 
Get good professional investment advice 
because when you retire, you'll be glad 
you did.

It is easier to ask what is the north than 
where is the north. North of 60 say those 
in the Yukon and Northwest Territories. 
North of 53 say those who live elsehwere. 
North of blacktop and gravel, perhaps. 
Wherever or whatever looks north to you, 
leave the crowds clinging to that thin rib- 
bon of settlement at the bottom of the map 
of Canada, take a chance and explore that 
seemingly empty space above. It’s easier 
than you think and this guide shows you 
how. 
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~w-orthwest Territories comprises 
one third the area of Canada, 
with a population of only 46,000. 
> \tis here, in this vast wilderness, 
where one can experience unequalled 
northern adventure holidays. 

It is the furthest north, has the most 
varied scenery, some of the most thrilling 
adventures and — that something extra 
not offered anywhere else — the unique 
cultural experience of having a holiday 
with native people such as the Inuit, Dene 
and Metis. 

‘‘| came to Canada to walk with the Es- 
kimo,’’ explains the Japanese student on 
the plane to Aklavik. Suichi was express- 
ing what many people hope to do when 
they visit Northwest Territories — to share 
in a simpler, more traditional lifestyle, to 
have personal contact with the people. For 
many years southerners have perceived 
N.W.T. as a holiday destination only in 
terms of expensive fishing lodges. Tour- 
ism in the Inuit language of Inuktitut has 
been translated literally as ‘sports fish- 
ing.”’ Now it is poolaavatiit which means 
“taking tea with a visitor.” 

It is much easier to ‘“‘walk with the Es- 
kimo’”’ or ‘‘take tea’’ if you travel alone and 
arrange your trip to make the most of op- 
portunities as they arise — for example, 
meeting a native family by their longliner 
and being invited to go whaling with them. 
But most people do not have the time, the 
knowledge, or the ease in initiating such 
contacts. However, you can still have the 
ultimate unique adventure in N.W.T. — 
contact with native people or longtime 
northerners, outstanding scenery or wild- 
life viewing opportunities, backpacking, 
boating or flying activities, yes, and fabu- 
lous fishing by visiting specific lodges or 
by taking organized tour packages. Al- 
though many such holidays are listed, the 
adventures, tours or locations described 
here in more detail have been chosen for 
certain unique qualities. 

Bathurst Inlet Lodge in the Arctic Coast 
region offers everything a traveller might 
want from a N.W.T. experience: a bush 
plane flight across the barrenlands to a re- 
mote, strikingly scenic destination; unex- 
pectedly comfortable accommodation in 
an historic Hudson’s Bay Company fur 
trading post (whose mission church is in- 
sulated with 300 caribou skins); warm hos- 
pitality of longtime northerners Glenn and 
Trish Warner, and their friendly Inuit 
guides who still live off the land in the tradi- 
tional way; walks over rolling tundra to 
places such as Wilberforce Falls whose 
varied rock forms and incredible colors 
rake this waterfall more picturesque than 
Niagara or Nahanni; boat rides to islands 
in the inlet to photograph flowers made 
lush by the mild climate, to stalk muskox, 
caribou and grizzlies or watch nesting 
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isits to the ieee places Sir John 
ank! mpe 3d in 1821 while he was 

rching for the Nadhwest Passage; and 
986, the opportunity to camp at Wilber- 
Falls and dive — or fish — for 
Franklin's cast-iron cooking pot mistakenly 
dropped into the gorge by a passing 
canoeist. 

Another naturalist retreat steeped in 
history and run by warm, knowledgeable 
people is Oldsquaw Lodge in the western 
Arctic region, halfway between White- 
horse and Norman Wells. Set in the mid- 
dle of a tundra plateau and surrounded 
by the high jagged peaks of the Mac- 
kenzie Mountains, it is a more accessible 
Garden of Eden than Bathurst Inlet Lodge. 
You can even drive to within 20 km in an 
ordinary vehicle, although flying to Mac- 
Millan Pass for pickup is recommended. 
Closer means less expensive, so a week 
at Sam’s Place (known for its owner-wild- 
life-biologist Sam Miller) will cost you only 
$150 per day plus $345 return flight from 
Whitehorse. 

lf your interest is birds, you will find 
species nesting in the subarctic at Old- 
squaw which normally nest in the Arctic 
— long-tailed jaegers, Lapland longspurs 
and oldsquaw ducks (after which the 
lodge is named). Internationally renown- 
ed Gus Yaki of Nature Travel Service ob- 
served 67 species of birds in one week in 
mid-July, more than he’d seen at most 
other Arctic locations. 

Best of all, most wildlife sightings are 
made from telescopes set up by the wrap- 
around windows of the two storey log 
lodge. Both lodge and adjacent cabins 
overlook caribou grazing grounds. One 
guest spent three hours watching two 
wolves stalk, chase, kill and eat a young 
female caribou. 

Another watched a grizzly catch a calf. 
And other guests stood rooted to their li- 
brary books while a white wolf stood on 
the steps of their cabin. 

Historians will be intrigued by the con- 
struction and location of Oldsquaw Lodge. 
Sam scrounged most of his building 
materials from the abandoned Canol 
Road which runs past his door (the Canol 
Project was a road, a pipeline and a tele- 
graph line built in 1942 to link an oil field 
at Norman Wells with a refinery at White- 
horse). 

One of the disadvantages of a holiday 
in the north is the possibility that you will 
have to wait out the weather. Even if you 
wait a week to get there, as some guests 
did, a trip to Coats Island in Hudson Bay 
to see polar bears, walrus, caribou, and 
millions of seabirds in the company of an 
Inuit family on their longliner is worth it. 

The trio begins in the colorful and friend- 
ly Inuit settlement of Coral Harbour in Kee- 
watin region. Your two outfitters, Guy 
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Pure Adventure.

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Enuapik and Raymond Ningeocheak, can 
host a dozen guests aboard their 13 meter 
Peterhead boat Qaqulak for the trip to 
Coats Island. Although nights are spent 
camping on land in tents (one of the 
guides stands polar bear guard), all of the 
adventures can be experienced aboard 
Qaqualak: deck-served meals of muktuk, 
caribou and bannock; seals, whales and 
murres swimming on a sheet of blue glass 
beside you; gulls, geese and terns swoop- 
ing and diving about the boat; walrus and 
polar bears viewed in the distance. 

A truly stimulating adventure is stalking 
polar bears and walrus on land. Guy and 
Raymond are expert guides and your re- 
wards are memories and photos of battle- 
blotched, bleary-eyed, ridiculously-whisk- 
ered walrus; and fluffy, toes-playing, 
grass-eating polar bears. At times it seems 
as if your Inuit guides orchestrated the 
whole experience with tame animals. This 
adventure with guaranteed sightings of 
walrus, polar bears and millions of nest- 
ing seabirds is inexpensive if you go ina 
group. Betty Palfrey of Komatik Travel in 
Rankin Inlet has organized 10 day photo- 
graphic safaris to Coats Island, Coral Har- 
bour and nearby Native Point, with its 
dramatic scenery and unique semi-subter- 
ranean sod houses. 

For a change of pace, try one of Jac- 
ques van Pelt’s subarctic wilderness ad- 
ventures out of Fort Smith in the Big River 
region. This outfitter, a smiling Dutchman 
with pixie ears and a ready smile, will pro- 
bably meet you at the airport with a dog- 
team limousine, then take you home to a 
tepee in his garden beside the round, 
hand-carved castle. Jacques plans trips 
which give his guests a personal relation- 
ship with wilderness or an intimate associ- 
ation with native people. He calls his one 
to 10 day excursions ‘‘subarctic serenity 
activities’’ — activities such as living ona 
trapline with a Dene family and driving a 
dogteam, rafting the Slave River rapids, 
creeping up to bison in Wood Buffalo Na- 
tional Park, watching the only white peli- 
cans which nest on islands in the middle 
of a river, trekking through a salt plain 
desert, or meditating on a pre-dawn hike 
through the bush. Write for one of his dis- 
tinctive calendar brochures and you will 
be reminded of what you could be doing 
in the subarctic every day of the year. Sur- 
prisingly, many of the experiences, such 
as building snowhouses, are quite inex- 
pensive. You are sure to find several sub- 
arctic serenity activities to fit your purse 
and they will all be memorable. 

Probably the most relaxing adventure 
you can experience in N.W.T. is a 12 day 
raft trip down the South Nahanni River 
from Virginia Falls to the Dene village of 
Nahanni Butte with Whitewater Adven- 
tures or North-West Expeditions Ltd. |n 
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The people, cultures and animals of the 
Northwest Territories are as unique and 
femme diverse as the vast land they live in. 

Three sets of posters and two series of arc- 
hival prints illustrate the beauty of the land 
and wildlife and the cultures of the people 
of the N.W.T. 

The five high quality posters in each set 
feature full-colour photo collages. Each 
poster shows another aspect of the North... 
the people, landscape, wildlife, birds and 
sea mammals. 

The Dene and Inuit Traditional Life Series 
include 24 high quality prints of photos in 
each set, collected from national museums 
and archives. They offer a record of a life- 
style based on survival and respect for the 
land. Each 11’’X14” sepia-toned print is 
suitable for framing.

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stead of paddling furiously from your 
canoe or kayak while concentrating on the 
next rapid ahead, you can lie back in com- 
fort in your rubber raft and let it drift lazily 
downriver while your guides do the 
steering. 

Some visitors are attracted to the South 
Nahanni for the grandeur of its canyons, 
the beauty of its ragged mountain ranges, 
its hotsprings and waterfalls, the challenge 
of its wilderness whitewater rapids and rif- 
fles, its colorful legends of gold mines, 
headless men and Shangri-la Valleys. But 
many guests on Whitewater’s rafting trips 
return home raving about the food. Din- 
ner’s include baked salmon, beef stroga- 
noff, chicken teriyaki, coq au vin, pork 
tenderloin, Hawaiian glazed ham, and 
yes, even ordinary fare such as steak, 
meat loaf and lasagne. 

Nahanni National Park is a World Heri- 
tage Site because of its beautiful scenery. 
Equally stunning is the scenery in Auyuit- 
tuq National Park in Baffin region. But 
you'll have to work to enjoy this adventure 
— by climbing or backpacking in summer 
or snowmobiling and skiing in winter. 
However you choose to explore Baffin Is- 
land, (you could just fly), the glacier-hung 
mountains, the steep fiords and the ice- 
berg-clogged coastline are awesome. 

And for those who have been every- 
where, the ultimate status adventure is a 
trip to the North Geographic Pole. Out- 
fitters take small groups by ski-equipped 
twin otter from Resolute Bay via Eureka 
or Lake Hazen to a spot on the ice pack 
at 90 degrees north where they sip cham- 
pagne, nibble on caviar, snap photo- 
graphs, dress in Santa Claus suits and 
really know they have gotten away from 
it all. Contrary to popular belief, the North 
Pole is not necessarily flat so landings 
among the pressure ridges are not guar- 
anteed. However, the flight along Elles- 
mere Island, the fuel stops at Tanqueray 
Fiord, the visits to Grise Fiord and Eureka, 
the discovery of how people live and work 
throughout the year in the High Arctic at 
the lead and zinc mine on Little Cornwall- 
is Island — all these make this trip worth- 
while despite the price tag of $6000 to 
$8000 for eight to 10 days. 

The six regions of Northwest Territories 
— Northern Frontier, Big River, Western 
Arctic, Arctic Coast, Keewatin and Baffin 
— offer plenty of variety for anyone, but 
it is still the quickly disappearing lifestyles 
of its native people which is the N.W.T.’s 
most unique feature. 

Be it hunting, hiking, fishing, canoeing 
or a combination of the many northern act- 
ivities, your northern adventure holiday will 
be truly unforgettable. oO 
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Holiday Packages 


or those who are not inclined to 
paddle their own canoe or plan 
1 a holiday from one particular 
t.. lodge, package tour operators 
provide variety in places to see and things 
to do, flexibility to suit every taste and 
budget, and convenience, because es- 
corts take the worry out of travelling. 

Southerners have long sent visitors to 
Northwest Territories, but now for the first 
time, two northerners have opened an in- 
bound tour operator service to design 
packages for anyone — anywhere — to 
do anything in N.W.T. Talk to Kim Warn- 
er or Darlene Mandeville of Top of the 
‘World Tours in Yellowknife about what you 
would like to do or listen to their sugges- 
tions, and these two experienced 
northerners will design an_ individual 
all inclusive package to fit your time,taste 
and purse. 

An excellent introduction to Northwest 
Territories is to travel from the subarctic 
to the Arctic — from the trees to the tun- 
dra. Top of the World Tours offers 16 day 
and 11 day packages from Edmonton to 


Fort Smith, Yellowknife and Bathurst Inlet 
Lodge for $3399 and $2856 respective- 
ly. In the Fort Smith area your host is Jac- 
ques van Pelt of Subarctic Wilderness Ad- 
ventures. You hike and drive through 
Wood Buffalo National Park, canoe the 
Brine River, raft the Slave River, tour 
Yellowknife, cruise Great Slave Lake, then 
fly to the Arctic Ocean to hike, cruise, fish, 
and watch wildlife at scenic Bathurst Inlet 
Lodge. 

Top of the World Tours offers other 
combinations: seven day fishing trips to 
Nonacho Lake and Bathurst Inlet for 
$2479 from Edmonton; eight day fishing 
trios to MacKay Lake Lodge and Cam- 
bridge Bay for $1893 from Edmonton; 
eight day canoeing trips on the Burneside 
River to Bathurst Inlet Lodge for $1951 
from Edmonton (excluding canoes, camp 
and food); 14 day rafting trips on the 
McKeand River on Baffin Island for $3500 
from Montreal/Toronto. McKeand River 
has over 120 rapids ranging in classes 
from one to five and guests may view fal- 
cons, snowy owls, wolves and caribou. 
Kim and Darlene also arrange fishing trips 
to Nonacho Lake Lodge, MacKay Lake 
Lodge, Trophy Lodge, Yellowknife Lodge 
in the Northern Frontier region; Bathurst 
Inlet Lodge in the Arctic Coast region; raft- 
ing trips to the South Nahanni and Slave 
River in Big River region; and kayaking 
trips on the Sylvia Grinnel, Soper and Mc- 
Keand Rivers in Baffin region. 


Qaavik (an Inuktitut word for “place ti 
come to’’) also works out of Yellowknify 
offering year round packages: a six dat 
Arctic spring experience (May) from Hol 
man Island where guests travel by dog 
team with Inuit families and camp ir 
double-walled tents or igloos heated by 
Coleman stoves or the traditional seal oi 
lamp (kudlik); a barrenground caribot 
viewing package from Courageous Lake 
in September; fishing or cross-country ski 
ing trips to Blachford Lake Lodge during 
any time of the year. | 

Mike Freeland, president of Qaavik, was 
the first licensed outfitter to offer trophy 
hunts in N.W.T. for barrenground caribou. 
Guests have, since 1982, been 100 pet 
cent successful on the hunts. Five day 
caribou hunts take place in August anc 
September from Courageous Lake Lodge 
($2495 U.S.). If you want to hunt polar 
bear in March/April ($13,000 U.S.), musk 
ox in March ($2900), or both polar bear 
and muskox together in March, ther 
Qaavik will make the arrangements with 
Hunters’ and Trappers’ Associations in 
various Inuit communities. 

Jim Allan of Ecosummer Canada Ex:

Canoe Arctic of Fort Smith offers fly-in 
sanoeing trips across the barrenlands fol- 
owing the routes of the explorers. A quick 
ook at the place names on a N.W.T. map 
vill tell you who these explorers were — 
or their friends and sponsors. Alex Hall, 
i wildlife biologist and veteran canoeing 
Juide, takes small groups (six to eight) 


along the Thelon, Back, Dubawnt and 
Coppermine Rivers to see caribou, 
wolves, muskox, moose, grizzlies and a 
myriad of bird species. Even those who 
have no canoeing experience are wel- 
come. Food and equipment are provided. 
Twelve day trips between June 1 and 
September 15 cost from $1500; 18 day 
trips from $2500, all inclusive from Fort 
Smith or Yellowknife. If you want to try the 
barrenlands on cross-country skis and 
seek out wintering caribou then Canoe 
Arctic offers a six day trip in March. 
Two packagers who appeal especial- 
ly to naturalists are Gus Yaki of Nature 
Travel Service in Kingston and the Can- 
adian Nature Federation/Federation of 
Ontario Naturalists in Toronto. Itineraries 
change regularly, but guides are experts 
in their field and guests are those who 
want to seek out wild places and learn 
about natural history, particularly birds. 
From June 28 to July 5, 1986, Cana- 
dian Nature Tours offers a camping and 
photographic safari out of Cambridge Bay 
called Tripods, Tundra and Ptarmigan 
($1950 from Edmonton). For a truly uni- 
que experience, arrange with Nature 
Travel Service or directly with the family, 
a visit to the home of Geddes and Lena 
Wolkie in Sachs Harbour on Banks Island. 
You will live in either their home or out on 
the land, and travel by boat or sled or on 
foot while they show you the birds, the 
mammals and the plants of the tundra 
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($137 a day from Sachs Harbour). 
Canada North Outfitting of Waterdown, 
Ontario is a company which caters to both 
naturalists and hunters. Like Qaivvik and 
Guided Arctic Expeditions of the native 
owned Inuvialuit Development Corpora- 
tion in Inuvik, Canada North Outfitting ar- 
ranges caribou, polar bear and muskox 
hunts in Inuit communities. They have 
some exciting packages in the Baffin 
region: a 10 day ski tour from Frobisher 
Bay to Lake Harbour in late April and early 
May, with accommodation in chalets and 
a dogteam to carry your gear ($1955 all 
inclusive from Montreal); an eight day ski 
tour from Grise Fiord on southern Elles- 
mere Island in May with accommodation 
in igloos, and again, dogs for your gear 
($2595 all inclusive from Montreal or Ed- 
monton); a 10 day dog sled trip from Ig- 
loolik to the floe edge in Foxe Basin in 
May, with accommodation in igloos and 
excellent opportunities to photograph 
seals, polar bears and walrus ($2265 all 
inclusive from Montreal); a nine day dog- 
sled trip from Eskimo Point ($1285 all in- 
clusive from Winnipeg with a night in Chur- 
chill); a five day North Pole expedition in

lf you want to see some of the same 
area in less comfort but with experienced 
1ortherners, try Bezal and Terry Jesu- 
Jason’s High Arctic International Explorer 
services in Resolute Bay.

flowers and icebergs, fish for landlocked 
char or go seal hunting with the local In- 
uit ($380 to $650 from Resolute); an 11 
day snowmobile sledge journey between 
Resolute Bay and Grise Fiord mid April to 
early June, camping in tents or igloos and 
viewing polar bear and muskox ($1980 
covers return flight to Resolute). 

Those who don’t want to see the Nor- 
thwest Territories blanketed in ice and 
snow as most southerners imagine the 
north, yet want to feel they have gone as 
far north as they can, should try the Jesu- 
dasons’ 11 day camping experience on 
Ellesmere Island. The ‘‘white stuff’ is re- 
stricted to the ice caps and glaciers of 
Lake Hazen’s spectacular mountain back- 
drop. An easy hike from the tent camp 
and you will be surprised at how warm the 
air is so close to the North Pole. This is a 
true Arctic oasis where you can thrill to 
huge muskox and tiny Arctic flowers, 
watch nesting birds, fish from rubber 
dinghies in the lake’s transparent waters, 
and do a multitude of other activities. A 
Lake Hazen experience is expensive 
($2090 from Resolute), but the scenery on 
Ellesmere Island is equal to the best in the 
world, and unless you want to try the 
North Geographic Pole, you can’t get fur- 
ther north. 

In the Keewatin region, dubbed the Ac- 
cessible Arctic because it provides what 
you expect from an Arctic experience but 
is closer to home, Betty Palfrey ofKomatik 
Travel in Rankin Inlet, in conjunction with 
Bill Rogoza of Henderson Associates in 
Thunder Bay, has developed a number of 
all inclusive packages for the 1986 
season: a 10 day photographic safari of 
Coats Island for $3038 from Winnipeg; a 
six day adventure tour of Rankin Inlet and 
Baker Lake for $2108 from Winnipeg; a 
six day photographic safari of Duke of 
York Bay and north Southampton Island 
for $1698 from Churchill; a four day 
general interest tour of Rankin Inlet and 
Baker Lake for $976 from Churchill; a 
three day general interest tour of Baker 
Lake for $660 from Churchill; a two day 
general interest tour of Eskimo Point and 
Sentry Island for $461 from Churchill; a 
two day general interest tour of Rankin In- 
let and the Meliadine River for $561 from 
Churchill. 

Goligers Tours and Horizon Holidays 
cater mostly to those who don’t partic- 
ularly want to rough it yet want an over- 
view of the north. Perhaps the best known 
Goliger package is their 24 hour tour from 
Toronto to Frobisher Bay to see the mid- 
night sun. For a couple of hundred dollars 
you can get an overnight taste of life 
above the Arctic Circle, including an Arc- 
tic char dinner, guided tour of Frobisher, 
shopping at the craftshop, full breakfast 
on the return flight and a certificate say- 
ing you have been there — even if only 
for one long sunlit night. Goligers also of- 
fers a 16 day tour of Iceland, Greenland 
and Baffin Island.

Horizon Holidays offers three compre- 
hensive packages: an 11 day tour in July 
and August from Timmins or Toronto to 
Churchill, Eskimo Point, Baker Lake, 
Rankin Inlet and Repulse Bay on the Arc- 
tic Circle, with return through Quebec; a 
14 day tour in June, July and August from 
Toronto or Edmonton to Yellowknife, In- 
uvik, Tuktoyaktuk, Dempster Highway, 
Dawson City, Whitehorse and Skagway, 
with return via cruise ship to Vancouver.

round trip from $476). 

Swiftsure Tours of Victoria, B.C. is run- 
ning a 13 day camping trip both ways on 
the Dempster Highway from Whitehorse 
June 21 to July 3 in 1986. Led by ace 
naturalist David Stirling, this in-depth ex- 
perience should appeal to those with an 
interest in birds, flowers and mammals. 
Frequent stops will be made to camp and 
hike in the varied terrain along the 743 km 
route between the Klondike Highway in 
Yukon and Inuvik in N.W.T. A flight to Tuk- 
toyaktuk on the Beaufort Sea provides a 
glimpse into the Inuit lifestyle and a 
chance to photograph Tuk’s unique ice- 
cored pingos. 

You can get to Inuvik another way — 
like Alexander Mackenzie did — by water. 
Take a river boat from Fort Simpson. Mac- 
kenzie River Cruises offers an eight day 
cruise from the end of May to mid Sept- 
ember, stopping at historic fur trading forts 
along the Mackenzie at Fort Wrigley, Fort 
Norman and Fort Good Hope, as well as 
Norman Wells and Arctic Red River. 

Pacific Western Airlines and Nortour 
have their own packages in N.W.T. facil- 
itating flights to favorite destinations and 
suiting a wide variety of holiday prefer- 
ences. Write for their adventure booklets.

Class A outfitters are required for non- 
resident alien hunters to hunt big game in 
the Mackenzie Mountains. Class B out- 
fitters are required for non-residents and 
non-resident aliens to hunt barren-ground 
caribou. Class C outfitters are required by 
all sport hunters for muskoxen and polar 
bear.

But 

the new gold in “them thar hills” 

is brought not by prospectors 

and miners but by backpackers, 
limbers, canoeists, kayakers, river rafters, 
lunters, fishermen, trailriders and 
ampers. 

Yukon appeals to those who love wild- 
ness holidays because it is sparsely 
yopulated (24,000 people in an area the 
ize of France); has the largest mountain 
nass in the world (Mount Logan 6050 m 
ind 160 km around); the world’s largest 
1on-polar icefield (Mt. St. Elias and five 
ther peaks); a huge system of inter-con- 
1ected inland fiord lakes; long, fast rivers 
Yukon River is 3860 km from its head- 
waters to the Bering Sea); and a variety 
»f habitats for wildlife from forested valley 
loors and taiga to the tundra of alpine 
meadows and Yukon’s border with the 
Arctic Ocean. What's more, people have 
9een trekking to Yukon for so long that it's 
sasy to travel around. The territory is well 
sovered with roads and chartering a heli- 
copter or bush plane is almost as common 
as driving the family four wheel drive.

jumble of rugged mountains, 
spectacular glaciers, colorful lakes and 
‘ivers; its abundant and varied wildlife. So 
n this largely roadless region, it is logical 
‘0 choose one of the many resident guides 
and outfitters for your northern holiday 
adventure. 

British Columbia has a greater number 
of and a larger variety of game animals 
than any other place in North America. 
People travel from around the world to hunt 
them, to observe them, to photograph 
them. The guides and outfitters know 
where these animals can be found and 
have the trails, horses, boats, planes and 
all-terrain vehicles to get you there. And 
they have the ranches, the lodges, the cab- 
ins and the camps to accommodate you. 

Discover this wilderness and its wildlife 
with those who know it best. The 
Guide-Outtitters Association of British Col- 
umbia publishes a directory of guided wild- 
erness tours which range from hunting and 
fishing holidays to trail riding, boat cruis- 
ing, river rafting, winter touring and pho- 
tography. Many of the operators offer holi- 
days in all seasons. Choose the area of the 
province you wish to explore then consult 
the guide and outfitter who operates there. 
The operators listed here are those who 
work in the northernmost part of the region 
or in the provincial parks; ones which of- 
fer something distinctively different (e.g. 
buffalo hunting) or provide a variety of 
activities. 

Atlin, in the extreme northwestern corner 
of British Columbia, is one of the most pic- 
turesque towns in North America. Ringed 
by icefields nudging beautiful Atlin Lake, 
and close to both Yukon and Alaska, it rich- 
ly deserves the title, Switzerland of the 
North. 

Try Atlin Mountain Outtitting if you want 
to see or to hunt moose, caribou, stone 
sheep, mountain goat, grizzly bear, black 
bear or wolf. This 5200 square km of 
isolated mountain habitat 64 km south of 
the Yukon/B.C. border is in the rainshad- 
r of the Coast Range so you should keep 


ry. te 
Indian River Ranch offers similar breath- 


taking wilderness scenery, pristine wildlife 
and unsurpassed fishing, but has added 
more general attractions such as gold pan- 
ning, whitewater canoeing, and tours of the 
Juneau Icefields, Llewellyn Glacier and 
Whitehorse. You can stay at a ranch, camp 
on an overnight pack trip or holiday on a 
houseboat. 

Glenora Guest Ranch out of Telegraph 
Creek is run by a pioneer family who offer 
a variety of unique activities in an area they 
love and know well — hunting, river 
boating on the Stikine River and photo- 
graphing its unforgettable world class 
Grand Canyon, trail riding in the magnifi- 
cent Cassiar Mountains, and exploring his- 
toric sites from the gold rush and fur trade 
days. Owner Bobby Ball will probably sing 
and play his guitar, creating a special 
atmosphere and mood. 

The Collingwood brothers in Smithers of- 
fer five to seven day guided vacations of 
the Spatsizi Plateau Wilderness — a fabu- 
lous provincial park locally called the Land 
of the Red Goat. The Collingwoods cater 
to families as well as hunters, and guide 
in any season. 

Love Bros. and Lee offer hunting and 
fishing, as well as year round activities — 
skiing, photography, nature study — in an- 
other incredibly scenic area, Tatlatui Pro- 
vincial Park. Bob Henderson's fishing 
camp on Tatlatui Lake epitomizes the spec- 
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tacular grandeur of the north, and anglers 
complain of tired arms from catching so 
many trout! 

Finlay River Lodge nestled amid moun- 
tains near Spatsizi Provincial Park, 320 km 
from the nearest town and 160 km from 
any road, specializes in big game hunting, 
freshwater fishing for lake trout, Arctic 
grayling, Dolly Varden and rainbow trout 
— and the best home cooking to be found 
in any wilderness camp. Write for their 
chatty newsletter, the Finlay River Chron- 
icles. 

Ross Peck Outfitters of Fort St. John 
design adventures in Kwadacha, British 
Columbia’s most isolated wilderness park. 
Located in the northeastern Rocky Moun- 
tains, Kwadacha is dominated by the spec- 
tacular Lloyd George Icefield. If you like, 
the Peck family will land you on the glacier 
at 2700 metres. Fly in to their log cabin 
base on the eastern boundary of the park, 
ride there by horse train through the 
Bedeaux Pass or fly into their cabin in the 
heart of the park on Chesterfield Lake. 

Garry Vince of Muskwa Safaris out of 
Fort St. John offers similar activities in a 
nearby area of the Rockies. You are met 
at the Fort St. John airport, driven to Mile 
200 of the Alaska Highway, then flown by 
Cessna 185 to a ranch on the Muskwa 
River where horses are waiting to take you 
on the four and a half hour ride to Grizzly 
Lake, headquarters for your adventures. 

There are other ways — apart from 
do-it-yourself methods — to enjoy a vaca- 
tion in northern British Columbia. You can 
drive to Highland Glen Lodge, Mile 462 of 
the Alaska Highway and take a guided 
riverboat trip up the Liard River into the Ket- 
chika River, through the Rocky Mountain 
Trench and into the Turnagain River. You 
can return the next day or stay longer at 
Birches Lake to ride horses, fish or take 
photographs. Highland Glen is also a com- 
fortable base from which to explore near- 
by Muncho Lake Park. 

Iskut Trail and River Adventures of |skut 
on Highway 37 — the only road apart from 
the boundaries which travels through the 
B.C. northern wilderness — runs nine day 
raft trios on the Upper Stikine River, one 
day trips on the Klappan River tributary, 
and one day trips through the Grand Can- 
yon of the Stikine. Few people have seen 
this awesome, towering gorge except from 
the road above, but Jim Bourquin will do 
his best to give an intimate view while run- 
ning its 20 exhilarating sets of rapids. Iskut 
Trail and River Adventures also offers eight 
day raft trips which include one day in the 
Grand Canyon and another seven days by

some to have the greatest 

variety of geographic features 
f any province in Canada — need not on- 
/ be mountain climbing, hiking and trail 
des in the Rockies or whitewater rafting 
n the rivers of the central interior, how- 
ver popular these may be. Discover the 
orthern Alberta wilderness, that huge 
jhite space on the map which means 
eemingly endless forests, remote lakes, 
vers, streams — and a few people. This 
; historic fur trading country broken only 
y a couple of roads slicing northwards 
nd a piece of settled prairie flowing west- 
ards. This is the Land of the Mighty 
eace, Lakeland and the Land of the 
Aighty Twilight. 

It’s also the land of fly-in fishing. Of the 
Jany hundreds of lakes in Alberta where 
ne can fish, only a half dozen or so have 
een designated as trophy lakes by the 
jovernment — a distinction awarded 
yhere unusually large fish are found. In 
ese northern lakes you'll catch trophy 
ake trout, northern pike and walleye. In 
1e Athabasca and Peace River systems 
ind the Marten River north of Lesser Slave 
ake you'll find trophy grayling. Andrew 
ake close to the N.W.T. border, Gardiner 
ind Namur Lakes in the Birch Mountains, 
30d’s Lake near the Wabasca River, 
Vinefred Lake, Sebert Lake and May 
ake near the Saskatchewan border are 
ll trophy lakes. Three lodges located near 
rophy lakes are Andrew Lake Loage, 
jristhaven Lodge on Grist Lake, and 
Vinefred Lake Lodge. A special five dollar 
shing license is required to fish on a 
rophy lake. re 

Lodges vary in services and facilities. 
‘he full-service lodge provides meals, ac- 
ommodation, bedding, boats and 
notors. One of the most luxurious lodges 


ctober freeze up. Of course, you can 


partake in more than fishing. You can walk 
the nature trails, photograph flowers, stalk 
wildlife or suntan on sandy beaches. 

Wood Buffalo National Park (shared 
with Northwest Territories) is another ma- 
jor attraction in northern Alberta. You can 
explore the varied landscapes of Can- 
ada’s largest park on your own, with park 
personnel or you can have a distinctive 
adventure by planning a trip with Jacques 
van Pelt of Subarctic Wilderness Ad- 
ventures in Fort Smith. 

Wood Buffalo is a park for all seasons 
— when you see it with Jacques. In sum- 
mer, raft the Slave River Rapids from Fort 
Fitzgerald by paddling the intricate side 
channels minutely detailed by Alexander 
Mackenzie when he went through in 1789. 
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Paddle the back channels of the Slave or 
other rivers in Wood Buffalo National Park 
and the Tazin Highlands. Plan a mosaic 
discovery of the park or the Peace-Atha- 
basca Delta to include several activities — 
camping, fishing, hiking, paddling, wild- 
life viewing — and do it by travelling from 
camp to camp with native people who 
hunt and trap there. In winter or spring, 
dogsled, snowshoe and ski in Wood Buf- 
falo where the bison roam or in the Tazin 
Highlands where the caribou feed. 

Mistahi Seepee Wilderness Tours out of 
Fort Chipewyan offer similar year round 
adventures: one to 14 day all-inclusive ex- 
plorations of Wood Buffalo National Park; 
three day Athabasca Delta fishing trips for 
goldeye, walleye and pike; fly-in fishing 
trips for trout, walleye and pike; four and 
seven day dogsled expeditions, snowmo- 
bile tours and fly-in ice-fishing adventures. 

Living with native people in the wilder- 
ness is also offered by Camp Apa Cheesta 
located in the Rocky Mountains 40 km 
from Hinton near Jasper National Park. 
Groups of five guests live in authentic In- 
dian tepees and do their own cooking and 
housekeeping together with guide- 
instructors. They learn how to live in the 
wilderness, as well as such cultural as- 
pects of Indian life as making moccasins.

Many of the camp's clients are Europeans 
who just want ‘‘to get away from it all.” 
Leader Frank Black Bear, a Blackfoot In- 
dian, believes wilderness is the tonic for 
the world. He believes that two weeks in 
the serene and isolated world of his camp 
have the power to instill happiness and 
peace of mind. Guests are picked up from 
the Green Tree Motor Lodge in Hinton, 
taken on a rugged four wheel drive ride 
— fording five rushing streams — and 
then they have to backpack a mile or more 
to their tepee in the mountains. 

Tour North, Outdoor Experiences Ltd. 
out of Fort McMurray rents rafts or guides 
trips on the Athabasca River. If you want 
three hours of solid rapids then don’t miss 
their Hanging Stone River rafting trip in 
spring. And when you leave the river, 
book a horse and wagon ride. 

The Land of the Mighty Peace offers the 
northern adventurer a variety ranging from 
idyllic peacefulness to sporting excite- 
ment.

Churchill is a naturalist’s paradise — an 
Arctic experience in the subarctic. Bird- 
watchers, intent on catching migrants go- 
ing both north and south, flock there be- 
tween the last week of May and the sec- 
ond week of July; flower watchers be- 
tween mid-June and late July; whale 
watchers between the third week of June 
and early September; polar bear watchers 
between mid-October and mid-November 
(although you can see them summering 
along Hudson Bay during July and Au- 
gust); hunters go in September; and those 
who want an Arctic they can recognize, 
go for any six months of winter between 
November and April. 
There are outfitters in Churchill to meet 
every need. Al and Bonnie Chartier of 
Churchill Wilderness Encounters offer a 
variety of options, whether you want an in- 
dividual tour or a completely guided pack- 
age. In Churchill, the Chartiers will take 
you to the grain port (Canada’s only Arc- 
tic seaport), the rocket range, the Eskimo 
Museum, the intriguing all-under-one-roof 
Town Centre, the Polar Bear Jail (where 
problem bears spend time until the ice ar- 
rives to get them out), and to the intrigu- 
ing butterfly-shaped Fort Prince of Wales. 
Out of town the Chartiers will boat you to 
‘the beluga whales in the Churchill River, 
take you out on the tundra in buggies, 
(specially designed tracked vehicles 
hich exert less pressure on the fragile 
round than a person walking), show you 
lar bears safely and at close range, and 
t Dymond Lake Wilderness Centre, In- 


ome up and see me some- 
time,’’ says the polar bear

troduce you to the wonder of an Arctic 
winter without the cold. Wherever you go, 
whatever the season, you are likely to see 
polar bears — and that’s the most magical 
wilderness encounter of all. 

Sea North Tours emphasizes boat trips 
in late May and early June to the floe edge 
(the edge of ice) and in late June and early 
July to the bay to view ice formations, 
seals, land and seabirds. On a Sea North 
adventure you may find yourself checking 
Arctic char nets, following an incoming 
grain ship, watching the live capture of a 
beluga whale, picking up a canoeist or 
dropping off a waterfowl hunter. 

North Star Tours guides you around 
Churchill, but also gives you the option of 
flying to Eskimo Point in N.W.T. for a day 
of Inuit culture, watching drum dancing, 
eating country foods such as caribou 
steak, Arctic char and muktuk, browsing 
for gifts at the Eskimo Craft Shop or visiting 
the Inuit Cultural Centre. 

If you'd like to combine a sensational 
300 km flight down the Hudson Bay coast 
with a stay at a camp owned by an enter- 
prising Inuit couple, then book in at Nanuk 
Lodge near the Mistikokan River in south- 
west Hudson Bay. Nanuk is Inuktitut for 
polar bear and you will see many polar 
bears on the flight down from Churchill — 
polar bears incongruously grazing on 
grassy green tundra by a colorfully pat- 
terned shoreline at low tide or at the lodge 
itself, perhaps standing on a mudflat 


against the Capri-blue water and feeding 
on a bearded seal carcass. Batiste and 
Martha Too Too will ensure that you en- 
joy your stay at Nanuk — whether you 
want to hunt ducks and geese in fall or go 
on a polar bear picnic in summer. 

The ideal canoeing terrain is another 
feature which makes Manitoba unique. 
Like Saskatchewan, this province has 
more than 100,000 lakes and countless 
streams and rivers. Look at Travel Mani- 
toba’s North of 53 map for a handy illus- 
tration of the main canoeing routes. 

Like Saskatchewan, the Precambrian 
Shield country of Manitoba, with its gashes 
of clear blue glacial water, is a mecca for 
fishermen. Manitoba has more fish 
species (80) than any province in Canada, 
excluding Quebec and Ontario. Travel 
Manitoba’s annual fishing guide lists 49 
lodges north of the magical 53rd parallel. 

Three lodges recommended as pro- 
viding consistently excellent holidays are 
Nueltin Lake Lodge, Gunisao Lake Lodge 
and Little Churchill Lodge on Waskaio- 
waka Lake. Nueltin Lake straddles the 
Manitoba/N.W.T. border among subarc- 
tic scenery. Conservation-minded sports 
fishermen won't mind the rule which 
allows guests to take only one trophy size 
fish home. You'll be catching trophy pike, 
trout and grayling daily so get used to 
throwing them back to provide other 
fishermen with the same thrills. At Gunisao 
Lake northeast of Lake Winnipeg, you will 
be catching — and throwing back — 
trophy walleye; at Little Churchill Lodge, 
trophy northern pike. Fishermen are en- 
couraged to conserve stocks of fish — 
which grow so slowly in these cold nor- 
thern waters — by using barbless hooks 
and keeping only one trophy of each 
species. Travel Manitoba issues badges 
and certificates to anglers who catch and 
release fish of a certain minimum weight. 

If you’re a businessman passing 
through Winnipeg without the time to take 
in a fabulous Manitoba fishing vacation 
but with a couple of hours to spare, try a 
catfishing expedition on the Red and As- 
siniboine Rivers within an hour’s drive of 
the city. It will whet your appetite for a 
longer look later. 

Travel Manitoba provides plenty of in- 
formation from which to choose your own 
magical encounter in Manitoba, but if you 
want help from a packager, try Clearwater 
Tours in Winnipeg. They will suggest com- 
plete northern Manitoba adventure holi- 
days whether you want to fish, canoe, 
whitewater raft, hunt or watch wildlife.

One of the very ree 
issues a prospective franchisee mus 
Struggle with is the fact that although ai 
their money, time and energy is being pu 
into their business, they still must sta 
within the guidelines and operating pro 
cedures of the franchisor. Every franchiso 
is concerned about the consistency of the 
consumers’ experiences throughout the 
system. An associated owner/operate 

should be fully aware that little if any devi 

ation from the standards will be permittec 
in their particular outlet. : 

Any reputable, experienced franchisot 
is fully aware of the importance of a high: 
quality, lasting relationship between fran: 
chisee and franchisor. It is clear to them 
that the only way a franchise chain. wil 
continue to prosper in today’s highly-com: 
petitive, quickly-changing marketplace is 
to have franchisees on-side and commit: 
ted to the system. A capable franchisor will 
place a great deal of effort into assuring 
that all operators understand and are ful- 
ly committed to the uncompromising ex- 
ecution of the marketing strategy.

Historically, franchising has been as- 
pciated with special rights granted by 
niefs of state. Queen Isabella of Spain, 
r instance, is often cited as one of the 
arliest franchisors when she gave Chris- 
»pher Columbus the exclusive license of 
Ading a new trade route to the East. 
In 1898, the infant automobile industry 
slected franchising as a means of distri- 
uting and selling cars through licensed 
ealers who were often enticed by consid- 
able credit or cash financing arrange- 
ents to get started — a practice that still 
ists. 

In fact, one of the key reasons banks 
ave been actively developing attractive 
ancing packages for franchised busi - 
esses isthe need among franchisors for 
dditional financial backing for their fran- 
hisees. As well, banks have recognized 
anchising as an increasingly vital and 
w-risk sector of the independent busi- 
ess marketplace. 

Among the most attractive features of 
anchising, from a lender’s point of view, 
s that successful franchisors pay close at- 
sntion to the well-being of each of their 
stail outlets. After all, a bankrupt fran- 
hised outlet would reflect unfavorably on 
e health of the franchisor’s entire bus- 
ess organization.

Banks on the other hand, are in the 
nding business and they do not want to 
ave to assume the operation of a retail 
lusiness which is in financial difficulties. 
Illustrating the low-risk aspect of fran- 
thised businesses, statistics show that ap- 
jroximately 70 per cent of independent 
usinesses that fail do so within their first 
ve years of operation; by comparison, 
ss than 10 per cent of all franchised 
usiness outlets terminate within their first 
ve years. 
For public image reasons, franchisors 
re normally quick to salvage any trou-
